Dear Professor and Mrs. Sprague, 

' It has been far too long since I have responded to your 
note of last summer and Christmas. We are both indeed sorry 
that you found it necessary to leave your lovely home in 
Castine but know that you'll enjoy being in the vicinity. 
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Our lives have been busy indeed these last months. Ever 
since the Iranians took our hostages in November, I've been 
about as busy as is possible. This has been as difficult a 
crisis as I have ever seen our Government confront. The 
failure of our rescue effort last month was a great disappoint- 
ment to us all. We will keep on trying one way or another. 


On top of that, in February my mother passed on peacefully 
and quietly. This meant a lot of work for Pat and me in closing 
out her and Father's house and selling it. That is behind us 
now, and we are in fact happily settled in a new home of our 
own. After I retired from the Navy a year and one-half ago, 
we had to give up living in Navy houses. We've bought a lovely 
townhouse on the bank overlooking the Potomac on the Virginia 
side of the river. Pat has had a wonderful time decorating it 
and getting settled in. The Navy treated us well with lovely 
homes for seven years, but Patricia is happier to have her own. 

We're going back to Amherst in a few weeks for my 35th 
and from there for a day or two vacation with the Chairman of 
the Board, George Shinn, at his summer home in Vermont. In 
addition. Bill Webster and Bill Liedtke will be joining us. 

It is such a treat to have Bill Webster here in the FBI position. 
We work together a great deal. Our friendship, which goes back 
to 1941, has let us build a closer rapport between our two 
agencies than has ever existed before. Both of our staffs know 
that if they don't get along with each other they're going to be 
in trouble when the Directors are such good friends, see each 
other socially, and compete with each other regularly on the 
tennis court!

SUBJECT: Lectures Delivered at Pace University 

1. I traveled to Pace University in Pleasantville, NY 
on 7-8 April 1980 to deliver two lectures. The first was 
entitled "The Brezhnev Years: A Preliminary Appraisal," 

and was given to Pace's John H. Buchsbaum Historical Society. 
It was open to the general public, and approximately 90 
people attended. The second was a talk about the CIA and 
the job of a political analyst delivered to a class of 
approximately 30 students, who are taking a course entitled 
"History of U.S. Intelligence." 

2. This was the third time that I have been invited 

to lecture at Pace, where I did my undergraduate work. In 
1977, after returning from a summer in the Soviet Union, I 
gave a talk on my experiences there. The following year I 
delivered a lecture on the Soviet and American reactions to 
the Hungarian Revolution and the Suez Crisis of 1956, which 
will ke published in the Journal of Contemporary Historv 
next spring. ~ £ - 

3. Prior publicity of my visit to Pace and the an- 
nouncement that Admiral Turner will be the commencement 
speaker at Pace's graduation this June generated a protest 
letter from six faculty members that was published in the 
university newspaper the week before my visit. Despite this, 
and my public identification as a CIA employee, my reception 
was friendly-- even enthusiastic. There was not the slightest 
hint of hostility from any of the questioners.

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5. The students in the class on "The History of U.S. 
Intelligence," displayed a keen understanding of the job we 
do at CIA and a sympathy for the difficulties we encounter. 

The course, which is one of the few of its kind in the country 
is taught by Dr. John Norman, a former analyst with OSS and 
INR. Many of the questions concerned the procedures and pit- 
falls of intelligence analysis. One or two questioners, 
inevitably, asked me to explain alleged CIA intelligence 
"failures," specifically Iran and Afghanistan. I replied 
that on the former there was a failure to foresee the in- 
tensity of the Islamic revolution but that there are not 
many around, including the mullahs, who accurately predicted 
the course of events. On Afghanistan, I contended that we 
were right on top of the situation. And while not being able 
to predict the exact date of the Soviet invasion, we gave 
US policy-makers ample warning. To a question about which 
US intelligence agency produced the highest quality intel- 
ligence, I responded that, being a totally objective observer, 
I would have to say CIA. Doctor Norman, despite his loyalty 
to INR, concurred. 



6. Doctor Norman also expressed an interest in bringing 
other CIA speakers to address his class in the future. I 
suggested that it may be possible to arrange a trip to the 
headquarters building for future classes.

To the editors: . 

Several years ago, the American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors passed at its national converi-. 
tion a resolution condemning 
covert intelligence, activities on 
campuses* by our - government. : 
Shortly after, this, the Pace Pleas- 
ant ville Faculty Council voted its 
endorsement of that resolutions 
These steps were taken in the wake 
of numerous disclosures of intru-, 
sion by the Central Intelligence 
Agency- into university and 
scholarly life in the United States* 
including the presence of “opera- 
tives” at a sizeable number of col- ■ 
leges and universities.': Presum- 
ably, these persons had thetask of 
secretly recruiting those they 
deemed acceptable for intelligence 
jobs. But whether or not that was 
their only Vnssion^-and who 
could be sure in view of the long 
record of exposes of quasi-legal or 
illegal C.I.A. work— it was no less 
an institution than Harvard that 
passed strict guidelines designed 
to curb such operatives. They did 
so, it was explained, because they 
felt the whole clandestine nature 
of this network obviously tended 
to have a “chilling effect!’ on the 
free exchange of ideas so essditial 
to the academic world. 

- Now, in the midst of the current 
pressure to “unleash” the Agency ; 
from congressional restrictions ' 
imposed after the scandals, ' we : 
learn from the newspapers, that 
they have already violated those 
controls! According to the N. Y. 
Times, (Sun., March 2), Admiral 
Stansfield Turner, C.I.A. Direc- 
tor, testified to a Senate com- 
mittee that he had “in very limited 


occasions” waived restrictions 
and authorized the use of journa- 
lists, teachers, and clergymen for 
covert missions in recent years. 
(Later, his Deputy issued a 
‘“clarification” to the effect that 
although authorized, the opera- 
.. lions were never carried out.) 

—We the undersigned faculty 
can only view with dismay these , 
- clear threats to our basic liberty in \ 
the name of protecting liberty. 

-Further, we agree with the ef- 
forts of the Senate Select' Com- 
mittee on Intelligence - to pass 
charter legislation that would, ac- 
cording to the Times , prohibit use 
of the three above-mentioned pro- • 
fessions for “covers.” Also, the 
; charter would require some con- 
gressmen to be briefed in advance 
of significant secret operations. J 
Unfortunately but not surprising- 
; . Iy, the C.I.A. has expressed its op- 
; position to these and otherregula- 
tive measures — measures ‘ which 
are designed, in the words of Sen- 
ator Byrd, of -West Virginia, to 
make them legally and not just in- 
formally accountable. 

—.Thus, we must express our 
deep regret that Pace has at this 
: time chosen to honor Admiral 
Turner as spring commencement 
speaker at Pleasantville. And we. 

•. hope that the important issues we 
have raised will be debated by j 
each member of the Pace com-, i 
£ munity, so that we all consult and 
>1 act according to our consciences 
v as citizens of a democracy and as 
people involved in democratic I 
education. ... .
